We suppose that there is no use of point- 
* ing all this out to our rulers. They are at | 
least men of common sense and cannot be 
unaware of that which untitled folks are 
discussing, with many prognostications of 
evil, in every house inthe land.

move! The frmer worshippers of the 
“Young Napoleon,” who have ceased to be 
idolators since he endorsed and promised 
to enforce the President’s proclamation,say 
thie, while there is a large, better informed, 
and more earnest class, who declare that 
the installa‘ion of Hooker in command 
is the only thing necessary to put 
government paper up to a point within ten 
per cent. of par. They may not be right 
in the choice of their man; but if they 
mean obly that a movement and @ victory 
will effect that result, they are undoubtedly 
correct. That the army of the Potomac, 
led as it is, by the Old Man of the Moan- 
tain on the national credit, is as clear as 
that war means fighting. 

THE SCHOOL OF EX PERIEN OK. 

Our Union friends in Ohio and Indiana 
“ought to be satisfied, by this time, with: 
their experiment with “Conservatism.” 
At the State Conventions held in Columbus 
and Indianapolis, all reference to slavery 
as the cause of the war, or to slaveholders 
as rebels, was studiously ignored.

At the State Con- 
vention no man of progressive ideas was 
allowed to be nominated. The ticket was 
made up of timid men. The platform was 
drawn by old Tom Ewing, a specimen of 
the silurian era, lately exbumed. It was 
cold and cowardly, like its author. The 
State Central Committee excluded every 
mas from the stump ot Ben Wade's schoo! 
of politics. A partof the program ne was 
to cut Wade's throat for the Senate and 
¢lect Gov. Tod in his place. When the 
President's glorious proclamation appeared, 
it met a chiljing reception at the hands of 
the Ewings, Backuses; Swanns and Al- 
lens, who were “ running” the Union par- 
ty. Instead of a bold and cordial endorse- 
ment such as it should have received, it was 
igrored and dodged, to the chagrin and dis- 
gust of all earnest Union men: 

All these things bore their inevitable 
fruit at the polls. Instead of attracting 
war Democrats to the support of the 
Union ticket, it repelledthem. Democrats 
are not in the habit of leaving their party 
to join another whose platform is degraded 
tothe level of their own. They prefer 
tostard on a pro-slavery Democratic plat- 
form, than on a similar platform of any 
ether orgavization. At the head of the 
Democratic ticket was Judge Ranney, who 
called himself a war Democrat of anti- 
slavery proclivitfex. At the head of the 
Union ticket was F. T. Backus, who was a 
member of John Tyler’s “peace Congress,’ 
and who there dis\inguished himself as a 
compromiser, and went before the people 
with the odium of concessionism on his 
garments. The result of a canvas con- 
ducted on such principles is necessarily de- 
feat and disaster, as ali sensible men fore- 
gaw and predicied. The Republican party
